Tho cliapol is to rocnive att»»ntion, 
and noods it badly. 'l'h« stano 
Hconery (what Utile thoro is of it) 
lias b(«en in nso Hin<»e IKH'2, and is 
badly worn, while the wall piipei 
on the walls has been there abuul 
as lotiK- Every oneaboul tliohouse 
will w(«leoino a chaiiKc heixj. 

Tho board has done muoli tho 
past year toward iniprovinsj thin}j;s 
about tho institution, and at tlm 
same time not eurtailinj; any of 
the nocessities to the well-itein;; of 
the pupils. 

In this (^onn(>('tion Superinleu- 
<lontJ<^nos has prepared aeompara- 
tive Htatement of the expense of 
maintaining the insliliitiun for the 
|)ast Hev<'n yc^ars, whieh shows that 
it has been run at a (ionsiderably 
lower cost than any <jf its pre- 
decessors, and this too in spitd of 
tho many improvements made 
(lurinj? within that time. The 
imount appropriated last year for 
<"urrent oxpenses was !&(!(), 000, to 
whi(!h is to be addcMl r),8r»0.;J5 !•(!- 
ceive<l from pupils for railroad 
oxpenses, shoos, (dolJiiiifj and 
books, which was advancsed ami 
l)aid l)a(;k to tli« Htato by parents, 
anil county auditors. 

Tlio total currcMit isxpcnsos for 
the year were $4!), 292. 55 leaviii>r 
$10,707.45 to the institution's 
(M'odit. 

'J'ho following t!ible k'V'Os tlu^ 
amounts expcitided for each of the 
past seven years, and some of the 
iinproveraonts made given in an 
artifdo by the Kvenimj Press: — 
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"It will be seen by the figures in 
the foregoing tabulation that, more 
(children were cared for in ]H'.t7 ati a 
less cost than won! cared for and 
educated in 1H}»(J. Nor has the 
'iHcieney of the institution in any 
way l)e(>n impaired. The institul<> 
is perhaps better eiiuipped to-day 
than ever, both as rey:ar<Is teachers 
and acconnno(bitions for' (^liiMren. 
The large building on Ka.sl Town 
SI-hmM during the p istyear has l)"en 
renovated from top to bottom. 'J'he 
walls, ceilings and (;orridors on the 
lower floor, have been cleaned and 
paint^rd by a corjis of paJnters in 
the charg(^s o( Charhis lOvans an<i 
compose<l of boys whoaroattending 
the institute. The lads are thus 
enabled to learn a trade while at- 
tending school. The lads will 
begin work on tlm upper floois some 
time this spring, liitheilo the 
work of painting the walls and ceil- 
ings has been 1(^1 by conlra(M, an<l 
the men who did the work rerci\<'d 
from m.rtO to |i:j.00 per day. The 
work they did, iti a|)peiwH, does not 

• •omparo favorably with that doni' 
by the boys. 'i'h(> <(orri<lors and 

• lormitories never ]»resent('d a clean- 
er and healthier api)carance thi^ji 
thoy dr) to-day. 

"'i'he following are some of the 
more imjiortant improveinenls 
wliicli have betMi made there dur- 
ing the year .just ending. The 
children's di^jiarlinents have ))e(>n 
overhauled, painttMl, |>apered and 
refurnished wit h new ir<ui bedsteads 
and spring mattresses. All the 
ni>vv t)ed" "v supi)licd with haii 



mattresses, some of which were 
bought last year. N(nv (ire hose 
and reels have been i)laced all over 
tho building; tlio furnaces have 
been rebuilt and the sli^ain heater 
has b(>»-n put in excellent condition. 
New i)arlH have been aiUbnl to (he 
stt^am healer. A new dry liouse 
has biMMi placed in the laundry and 
ati atldition has been made to the 
laundry. New machinery has been 
(ilace<i in it. A now house has 
Ix'cn added to the conservatory. 
l''our n(nv bath rooms have l)ten 
lilted U[) in the large building, and 
the plumbing is so perfect that 
thes<' rooms a.re odorless. 

"Sixty more pu|)ils attended the 
institution in lS!)7tliaii in ](>•»(!, and 
two teachers have been added to 
the corps of instructors. Two 
articulation teachers have been 
transferred to positions as oral 
tea<'hers. They now have reguhir 
day classtw, whereas, in former 
y<iars, Ihey gave instruction only 
now and then to mutes selected 
from th(i regular classes. An art 
toachor is also now employed at 
the institnto. This has all been 
accomplished since September, 1895, 
when SuiK-rintendenti Jones took 
charge. IJy improving the steam 
h(Nit ing appai-al lis, a saving of !S>2000 
yearly has been elTected in coal 
alone. 

" M'he pl.iii.s and S))oci(ications 
for improving the engineering de- 
partment of the institutJon, ju'esid- 
ed over for three years by Mr. (i. S. 
Oralis were drawn up by liim. The 
bg building is heatecl by steam 
tf(Ui<'ral<'<l in the enginii room and 
conducted undergroiin<l to the insti- 
tution j>roper. As the steam cools 
and condenses nto water it is 
junip(>d back into the boilers by a 
devic<' of Mr. (irato's, Tlie gii'ls 
are being taught dressmaking, and 
so onicient hav(> they become that 
lliey were cutting out silk dresses 
for stylish (Columbus ladies Tues- 
day, when a reporter went through 
the liuildings. The proceeds net It <1 
l)y this work aroused in purchasing 
supplies for the sewing <lepa.rt- 
ment." / 

The observance of Washington's 
bi rthday an niv(Msary was celebrated 
on Monday at the institution. In 
the morning I'rincipal I'attorson 
gav<> a lecture to tho pupils on (he 
character of the man. An ex(.ra 
dinner tickled the palates of the 
pn|)ils and something more of (his 
kind was jiT-oduced at their evening 
mi'al, wluMi lemon ice was sorv<>d. 
During the afternoon the recreation 
halls were the s<'enses of games and 
conversation in groups. Tin- even- 
ing's entertainment in the chapel 
consistetl of two parts, the tlrst 
by Mr. Orestes A. B. Senior, who is 
\>'(dl known herealtouts by tlu^ 
children as a dellghtcr of chihlren. 
lie showed them a blackboard 
covered with (igures from which he 
executed several tricks. IA)llowing

There are many things that are 
sold by the gross, and not a few 
that are sold by the thousand, but 
there are not many there are -sold 
by the millon. Among the things 
that are so sold, howeveryare shoe 
eyelets. 

Shoe eyelets are made of brass, 
l)y machines who.se operation is 
almost entirely automatic. Three 
or j"onr machines are ri>qnirod to 
produce the eyelet in the form in 
which it is sold, the Itrass being fed 
into the first machine in thin, flat 
strips. As sold to tlio shoe manu- 
facturer, tlie eyelet is turned down 
at one end only. The eyelets look 
as much iis anything like so many 
little hat witli narrow brims and 
without any tops in tho crowns. 
Tlie upper end of the crown, which 
is like tho end of a little cylinder, is 
put throuh the eyelet hole in the 
shoe, the finished brim or flange of 
llieoy(>let resting against the leather 
ujion tho outside. After the (*yolet 
has thus l)een put in place its 
inner «'nd is turned down upon the 
leather by a macdiino made for th it 
that purpose. In the manufacture 
of the eyelets a numiier of very 
slight vertical indontations are 
made at <>qu!ii distance fijiart in the 
oiitsid(> of the eyelet around the 
smooth, straight end. When the 
shoe machine snuihes down (he 
inner si le of the eyelet the metil 
parts at these in<ientations and is 
spread uniformly, thus giving it a 
seeur(> Inild. 

Eyelets are made of various sizes 
in diameter and of various lengths 
of shank or cylinder, according to 
the thickness of the material with 
'which they are to bo used ; and after 
they come from the machines Ihey 
arelini.shedin great variety. Some 
aiv finished white — these are silver- 
plated; some are gilt finished and 
some are coppered. Kyelets are 
japanned in black or in various 
shades of russet ; they are, in fact, 
made in any size and of any color 
that may bo desired. Sooner or 
later the japanning wears off, ex- 
posing tho brass. Theie are now 
made shoe eyelets that are covered 
with celluloid, which keep th«>ir 
color, but thes<> are much more ex- 
]»eusi\e than the kinds commonly 
used. 

Shoo eyelets are packed in boxes 
containing 1,000, 10,000, 100,000, 
250,000, and 500,000 each. Eyelets 
of the kind most commonly used 
ar(> sold according to sizes and 
styles, at prices ranging from $(i0 
to $i;55 a million. Some of the cel- 
luloid-covered eyelets sell for as 
much as $500 a million. 

Th" sale of shoe eyelets depends, 
of course, somewhat upon the 
prevailing styli> of shoe. Wiren 
button shoos are more generally 
worn not so many shoe »'yolets .are 
•sold, lint tho numbei' sold is always 
voiy large. 

Eyelets are made for a wide 
variety of use, up to the great eye- 
lets that are sewed into the corners 
of sails, through which (he sail is 
lashed to the (Mid of the boom or 
yard. Taking them all together tlie 
number is<>normous;of slu>y (Eyelets 
alone ther(> are .sold in this country 
some thousands of millioes ,annuai- 
Iv — New York Sun.

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Life is very critical. Any word 
may be our last. Any farewell, 
even amid glee and merriment, may 
be fiH'over. If this truth woiv but 
burned into our consciousness, and 
if it ruled as a deep conviction and 
real power in our lives, would it 
not give a new- meaning to our 
human relationship? Woidd if 
not make us far more tender than 
we sometinu's arc? Would it not 
«)fteiitinies put a rein upon our rash 
and im|>e1uouss|>eech ? Would wo 
carry in ourx hearts the miserable 
suspicions and jealousi»'s that now 
so oftiMi embitter the fountain of 
our livesV Would we he so impa- 
tient of (he faults of- othersV 
Would wo allow trivial misunder- 
standing to build up a wall between 
us ami those who ought to stAnd 
very close to us ? "Would we keep 
alive petty quarrels year after year, 
which a maniy word any day would 
compromise? Would we pass old 
friends or neighbors in the street 
without recognition, because of 
soihe real or fancied slight, some 
wounding of pride, or some ancient 



The hearing child just learning 
to talk is quite unintelligilile at 
first, b^it gradually tho organs 
learn their lesson, and utterance 
grows distinct, lint the ear is the 
guide and critic of these (>arly at- 
tempts. Tiie deaf chihl, however, 
hears no sound and s(>('S only tlie 
slight movements of the lips and 
tongue, and can never Ic.irn to speak 
l>y his own unaided observation and 
imitation of those nmtions. The 
teacher must furnish the correction 
and training that tho OiU* oi-dinarily 
supplies. 

The leaching of speech to a total- 
ly deaf child who has never spoken 
is truly a wonderful achievement. 
He has no conce{)tion of .sound, and 
c.»n nev<>r have; for the only^ st^nse 
by which he can be taught tho ox- 
Lstence of sutdi a thing is that of 
touch, which simply gives him a 
knowledge of the molions-lhat ac- 
company sound, lint art> no more 
the sound itself than the vibrations 
that produce heat are the sensation 
we (>all warmth. 

To train the deaf child's organs 
to take their prt>per positions for the 
utterance of words as uncon.sciously 
as thos;' of a hearing pei-son, is a 
very slow j)rocess. The ilevelop- 
ment of any set of reflex actions is a 
laborious task, e\en where mistakes 
can be recognized and corrected by 
the learner himself; in this case 
however, tiie learner cannot correct 
his own errors, but must rely upon 
the alort (>ar of his teacher to keep 
him from acquiring a wrong sot of 
refli^x actions and forming habits 
that it will be almosi iinpossiliie to 
break up. 

Side by with anicnlaiion comes 
the task of teaidiing language. 
Imagine yourself in a country 
whose speech you ilid not know and 
who.so inhabitants did not under- 
stand yours. Imagine, in additioij, 
that you were suddenly deprived of 
your hearing. 

*lIow well do you think j'ou would 
succeed in learning the new lan- 
guage. Yet the congenitally deaf 
child is under even a greater dis- 
advantage than this. He is not 
oidy in a foreign land, the language 
of wiiicli he does not understand, 
but, to begin with, he has uo con- 
ception of what language is. He 
has no l.tnguage of his own which 
can bo used as a framework on 
which .mil 1)\- wlii.'h ii> luill.l the 
new. 

If hf 1^ iiii'ii- iii.iii i\\M _\c(i.«i old 
he may have invented for himself a 
few natural, gestural signs to indi- 
cate isolate objects or tho simple 
needs of his body, such as hunury, 
tired, thirsty ; but fhe.se signs can 
no more be called a language than 
tlu' differenl movements of a dog's 
tail and ears which indicate his feel- 
ings or his wants can be dignilied 
by that name. He has no concep- 
tion op a strui^tiirally connected 
nu-ans of expression. 

Is it any wonder, then, if after 
some years of instrticfion tho tea- 
cher occasion.illy finds a sentence 
like this, written by a boy in his 
journal after coming to .school one 
colli Mai"ch morning: "The wind is 
very blew and I am a little shiver?" 
or this substitution of act for im- 
plement: "The man chopped the 
irrnunil with his dog and the dog 
hurrahed with his wag?" 

The irremilaritii^s and inconsis- 
tencies of Knglish grammar ami 
spidling make it much harder, of 
course, to teach the deaf, and no 
da.ss of people would be more 
greatly benefited by a strictly 
phonetic sjielling and an ex- 
cejitionless grammar than they. 
That the deaf chihl is not fright- 
<Mi<>d by these irregularities is shown 
by the reply of * bright little girl 
when asked to give the princijiil 
parts of some irregular verbs. 
Several wei"e given correctly and 
then she began on another: "Fat — 
ate" — she paused for a monuMit in 
thought, and then added, " swal- 
lowe<l." — John Dutlon Wright in 
the Century. 



The fir.st diamonds discovered in 
Africa were found by a trader who 
saw some children playing with what 
they supposetl were pebbles, one of 
which, at least, proved to be a 
diamcmd worth $3,000. Even at 
that early <iay the news of the 
discovery was not long in spreading 
to different countries, and not many 
yeare passed before so many claims 
were trtken up that it was im- 
po.ssible to keep them separate, and 
tlf^ result was one vast mining 
district .s«>me 15,000 square miles in 
area, controlleil and worked by 
variims corporal ionsand syndicates. 
Ivisides there an* a large number 
of individual diggers. 

The mining in the African fields 
is done by thousands of wild-eyed, 
black-skinned natives. The Kaf- 
firs are large, powerful men, cleanly 
in their habits, and during the time 
for which their labor is contracted, 
usually a month, they are depri\ed 
of all fiHHMlom. Communication 
with any one (mtside the limits of 
the mine is forbidden. They are 
compelled to live within the walled 
inclosure or compound owned by 
the company. While in their 
employ, the KafTirs are clothed 
and fed by the company, and if 
sick or injured they are cared foi 
by and at tlie expense of the coro- 
ration. 

Every possible precaution is 
taken to prevent the native work- 
men from stealing the gems. A 
wii*e netting covers the top of the 
compound, making it impossible to 
throw a stone over the wails, to be 
picked uj) by a cimfedorate or an 
illicit diamond buyer. Every night 
at five o'clock, as the miners leave 
their work, each is searched with 
great rigidity by the company's 
agent. So expert have the natives 
become in tluMr roliberies that every 
liortion of their body is carefully ex- 
.'imined witha " sounding luimnier," 
arid l)y the light of a candle the sole 
of each foot is examined for the 
tell-tale refraction of light whicli 
reveals a diamond pushed under 
the thick skin of the foot through 
an incision so deftly covered that ir 
is easily overlooked. Hut tho 
searcher has become as great an 
adept in his work as the robl>orios 
his robberies, until it is almot im- 
possible for the thief to succesfully 
secn'te a stone, and the prospects of 
sevei-e punishment or of .several 
years' imprisonment in a south 
African dungeon, has no doubt had 
its influence in reducing the rob- 
beries to a minimum. — The Chau- 
tauquan.

The Lexiiis;ton Atliletic Club is 
only a .social organ iwu ion ; several 
of the members are fine athletes it 
is true and now and then eompet<» 
in athletic mectiufis, but the club 
itself is not an athletic club pure 
and simple, it is only a social club, 
same as the several other deaf-mute 
tdubs. 

The only time when an athletic 
club came near existing, not in 
name only, but in reality, was in 
the Fall of 188(5 or 1887. The prime 
mover of the organization was Mr. 
W. H. Rose, tiien the champion 
deaf-mute sprinter. The name of 
the clul) was the Flyaway Harriers, 
b'rom either jealousy or lack of 
intensl or both, it soon died. Its 
oftioei"8 were : iuhas. Bryan, Presi- 
dent ; J. F. O'Rrien, Secivtary ; 
F. W^. Meinken, Treasurer. " I 
think that Mr. Meinken still has 
fourteen cents of the Flyaway 
Harriers.

" rx)uis XIV. " was the subject of 
an interesting and highly-appre- 
eiated lecture by our Professor of 
History and Ancient Ijangnages, 
Dr. E. A. Fay. In fact it occupied 
our closest attention from begin- 
ning to end and if that absolute 
monarcli liad, for the time l)eiiig, 
revived there is nodouljt but that 
he would have bc^eii greatly taken 
biick by the scntiineuls of modern 
civilization as to iiis 
government. 

I^ouis XIV. stands as the re- 
pre.senlalive of almolute monarrdiy 
lie was an ideal aritoc-rat and made 
his government strangely attrac- 
tive.

[)rime minist^ir, and for more than 
half a (lentury niic'l France as an 
absolute and irnspoiisible mon- 
arch, ile regarded France as his 
|)rivate estate, and it is said that he 
declared, " L' Etat, c'est moi." " I 
am the state," meaning that he 
alone was the rightful legislalx>r, 
jiidu'c and executive, of the French 
nation. 

Extraordinary as it may seem, 
the affairs of the French govern- 
ment were administered by one of 
the greatest financiers the world 
has ever had, Colbert 'J'his ex- 
traordinary man inspired and 
directt'd everything ; but he care- 
fully avoided the appearance of do- 
ing s<^. His maxim seemed to be 
".Mine the latjor, ihine the praise." 
Ho long as I»uis followed the 
policy of Colbert, he gave France a 
truly glorious reign ; bat un- 
fortunately he soon turned asii^e 
from the great minister's ijolicy of 
peace, lo seek glory for liim.s<df 
and greatness for France through 
new and unjnst encroachments 
ujxjn neighboring nations. He 
lavished enormous sums in con- 
tinual wars and building fXi.sfly 
and magnitjoent palaces for his 
own per.sonal gratification. His 
long and eventful reiifn drew to a 
cli>se amid.sf troubles, perplexities 
and alHictions. The heavy and 
constant taxes necessary to main- 
tain an extravagant court had 
bankrupted the country, and the 
cries of his wret/;hed subjects 
clatnoring for bread could not, -be 
shut out of the royal chamber. 
When the grand monarch breathed 
his last, he bequeathed to his bo,\ 
of five years, a kingdom over- 
whelmed with debt and filled with 
misery, with "ing vices and 

dangerous d /t. 

The Court sustained by Fvouis was 
the most extravagantly magnificent 
that Europe has «.'ver seen. Never 
since Xero erect-ed his Golden 
House upon the burnt district of 
Rome, and ens<'oneintr himsidf amid 
its luxurionHappointments, exclaim- 
f;d, "Now I am housed as a man 
ought t/O be," lia^l prince or king so 
lavishly upon himself the wealth of 
ftt empire. lJ[K>n the palace of 
Versailles hespenl nearly a hundrerl 
million dollars, and here w(!re ga- 
there<l the beauty, wit,, and learning 
of France. The royal houwdiold 
numbered fifteen thousand persons, 
all living in costly and luxurious 
idleness at the expense of the people. 
But the life of this court at that 
periofl was shamefully corrnfit. 
Vice, however, was gildetl. The 
scandalous immoralities of King 
and courtiers were made attractive 
by the glitter of superficial accom» 
plishmentand by exquisit*; suavity 
and fKWish of manner. Inthisconrt

— Colbert, and IyOUVf)is, Ii 
Tiirenne, f/Onde Luxemboiirg and 
Vaufjan, generals; J'errault and

Thomas Deaf ami Dumb Mission, 
the (ieneral's words almost as fast 
as Ihi-y were uttered. 

The scene was an impressive one.

Often after 
making a telling point and starting 
on another flight of eloquence and 
logic, the speaker would be inter- 
rupted by the applause brought 
forth by his interpreter's belated 
transmisson of his words and ideas. 
The speaker's reference to the

Krigbaum 8tu<lied 
at Fuiton, and came to this city 
from Quincy, 111., a year ago. At 
first sight, Krigbaum had her eu- 
shrined in his soul and their be- 
trothal soon followed. ' 

On the lith inst., they were grant- 
ed a marriage license, and the 
wedding was announced to take 
place at the rt^sidence of Mr. and 
Mrs. Wm. Sultter, Wednesday 
evening, February 2ith. 

When Krigbaum returned to Uis 
boanling house from his day's toil 
Wednesday, witli visions of the 
happy event to come otf that even- 
ing, he found a note awaiting him. 
It was from Emma. Sl\o said thai 
she luis changed he mind and will 
not marry him. She was going 
l)a(!k to her mother, and nevei 
wished to see him again. She call- 
ed him a base deceiver. 

He nearly fell into an epileptic 
fit, t<u-o and raved in his lampage, 
knocked over chaii-s, and could 
have easily walloped a ponderous 
policeman. At a late hour ho finally 
laid down to fan away the per- 
spiration and unpleasantness 01 
what he calculated was to be the 
crowning event of his life. 

Wednesday m<n'nin}>: Mrs Ehlers 
called u|Hm her daughter, ^vho had 
been boarding with the Suiters 
since the license was procured, and 
entreated her to give up Krigbaum 
and return to her paternal care. 
She was made to understand that 
this was positively her last off<'r ol 
reooucilintion. Mrs. Ehlers said 
that Kriv:l)aum could not be e.xiwct- 
ed to furnish the sweet comforts of 
honu! as her diiughter has enjoye<l, 
also acc^ising him of being already 
married. 

At this point Miss Ehlers weak- 
ened, yielded to her mother and 
cut herself loose from Henry. A 
wagon convoyed her effects back t»> 
her old home. Accompanied by 
her <laughter, Mrs. Ehl(>rs went to 
ihe Court house, whcrji they return- 
ed the raairiage license without 
giving the clerk any explanation 
why it was not used. 

The Journal corresponilenl call- 
ed upon Rev. Fatlu^r Thomas J. 
Walsh, who was engaged Ui per- 
form the ceremony, and he gave me 
the following statement, paitly in 
signs and finger spelling : 

" Everything was in readiness 
for the wedding, when I got inft)r- 
mation from a -certain deaf-mute 
living in the city to the effect that 
Krigl>anm has a wife and child 
living in Quincy. My suspicions 
were at once aroused, as the rules 
of the church prohibit siuictioning 
such marriages. I asked him if it is 
true he has a living wife or not. 

" He protesletl his innocence of 
the charge with great vehemence, 
and asked me to investigate. He 
gave me tlu> address of his father 
in Quincy, and I wrot<> him regard- 
inir the truth of it. A reply oame 
back from him disclaiming lieing 
Krigbaum's father. 

" Well, as he could not show any 
proof that he is not already married, 
I refu.sed to have anything further 
to do with them. I adviseil Miss 
Ehlers lo return to her mother, 
which I am glad she has dime. 
I am of the opinion that she is 
forever done with hira. No, Krig- 
baum has not joined the Catholic 
church, nor did he make an effort to 
pick up a piece of that religion. 
Mrs. Ehlers also is not a ("atholict 
and her oppositiim to the match 
was mendy because that fellow does 
not comt> into her favor as a son- 
in-law. This isall I havetosny,for 
I think vou know as much of it as I 
do. 

I was the only one accorded an 
interview with Fr. Walsh for this 
paper. At first he was reluctant 
to di.scuss the matter, but later 
gave in. 'The city report<»rB could 
get near him. 

Krigbaum isdenouncing the story 
that he is married and has a child, 
as one of the worst m.'tlodorous lies 
ever concocted under heaven. At 
all events, and in spite of them all, 
ho is going to marry his idol in 
April.* He also projwses to make 
Fr. Walsh wax warm. Miss Ehlers 
is- known to have repented her in- 
discreet course shortly after itjiply- 



ing for tho lincense, and asked for 
her mother's forgiveness, which was 
refused. So she conclucied it would 
be better to get married than to bo 
thrown upon her own resources, 
when her mother appeared in the 
nick of time and welcomed her

Mr. fillingliast 
has become e.xcoedi mil) popul ir among tin 
Belfast people, and Mr. Hitc lie tliinks this 
is an entering we<lg»' that will jirovc a liittcr 
pill for "Brei"' Ahraliam, of tlie llrUiah 
hcxtf-M iiU, to awallow, and a hurd mit f.n 
the ultra oraliats of the United Kintfdoiv 
to crack. It was, it will Ix^ rememliered, 
the above-n imeil paper which so ridiculoc 
and. if anything, insulted Dr. Brown, of 
.lacksonville. when he accepted the suihm- 
intendency of th > Belf.-ust .school, and al 
though lie (Dr. Brown), in afterwards 
declining it, pleaded ill-hcaU, has hisieason, 
it is believed by many that his real re,is;>ii 
was on account of the way his apiKiijitmeiit 
was commented on by the Hritish Deaf- 
}fut<- and other pivitics. What a victory 
the combined system has registereil in this 
outcome of the affair. 

(■food olil Thomas Ritchie '. We see lu 
has not lo.st any of his ancient skill in thi 
game of "brag." What a comnlimcnt lu 
unwittingly pays us in suggesting tliat it 
was mainly our comments that caused Di 
Brown to resign his appointmenM Kven 
our fOiS .admitted our intlucuee. 

But, in his anxiety to condemn us, 
Thomas Ritchie has lost sight not only oi 
justice, but even of common sense, Kveiy 
one knows wliy "Brer" Abraham oppos.M 
the apiKiintnietit of Dr. Brown, and a 1 
right-niiiided iiersons agive with him , Mr. 
,\brah.ini'a argument was simple. He said 
that while K-i<lish t»if hers were prohibii- 
ed from te.iching in .\iiierica, it w.is iinjiisi 
to bring American teachers tf) iMinlaiiil 
He spoke no disrespectful worcl of Dr 
Brown. Mr. Kitche. however, insinuates 
that Dr. Brown is a liar. 

The implication that Mr. Tillinghast has 
introduced American signs and nianui' 
spelling into Ireland is absurd. The Irish 
deaf always have n.sed the single-hainl al- 
phabet, and the Iii.sh-.Vmerican, Mr. Ma- 
ginn, introiluced their "signs" long ago.f 

By the way, .VIr. Tillinghast ejime» from 
a (<i',<iifl<nt school Wc hope ho is popu- 
lar. 

It seems Editor Abraham is 
laboring under the impre.<sion that 
Mr. Ritchie wrote the panigiaph 
taken from the Journal. Tiiis is 
point No. 1, on which I wish to 
correct .Mr. Abraham. I jihme was 
responsible tor its ;»ppearance and, 
beyond what Mr. Ritchie lofd me 
of the. success of the Bolfa.st deaf in 
.securing Superintendent Tilling- 
hiist, he had nothing mort* to do 
with its appearance, tind upon this 
t>asis 1 intend m.v roi)ly to be made. 

The Mont hi ij, although unduly 
olateil over il, seeing there were 
" others,''^ is welcome to its belief it 
had a great deal to do with Dr. 
Brown's resignation. Mr. Dodds, a 
disapi>oinle<i candidate for the 
superintendency in question, was 
lh<> author of tho articles appearing 
in the Dcaf-Mtifr to which I had 
reference, but the paper itself was 
resiK)nsible, as tho articles were 
unsigned. 

The itiiJitence of the Moiith/tj is 
tiiu^ue.stioned, but, unfortunately, 
its induence is t(K> often thrown on 
to the wrong side of th<» .scales. 

Fancy some of tlie English ti>ach 
ers coming over tliis way antl at- 
tempting to t4>ach in any of imr 
combined schools. They would 
have to be taught first. Am<>rican 
te.-ieheis tire men who have di^vot- 
ed considertible time to the welftite 
;ind instruction of the deaf of this 
country, are up in the methods 
employed, knowing how to impart 
the best results, while, if all re- 
ports are correct, England is still 
emi»loyiiig the crude methods be- 
hmiring to Br;iidwot>,rs time. Bel 
fast wanted the American system 
and an American su|>erint*>ntl(>nt 
to accomptmy it — and got thiMti 
l)oth. Wherein lies any injustice 
in American schools refusing to 
employ English teachers when 
there is no call for them ? If Eng- 
land does not want Aint'rican me- 
thods and teachers, why should 
America want tho English, especial- 
ly when America has the best of 
both ? 

Mr. Ritchie (or myself) did not 
insinuate Dr. Brown ]>revaricateil. 
I meroly sjiid " it was btdievtsl "— 
and that by tho.se who^ perhap'^, 
had grounds for such l>elief — th.it 
Dr. Brt>wn had jinother reason for 
his re-signing. I am not defending 
his cours(>, simply stating what 1 
I bellevetl was correct. 

No implicit ion was in;idi-, nor 



intended, that " Superintonde'it 
'I'illinghast iiitroduc*'d American 
signs and manual spelling into 
Ireland," consequently it is not 
" al)suid," as the astute Mr. Abra- 
luim tries to make out. 

If I mi.stake not, Mr. Hutton, a 
Nova Scotian tind ft former sn peri n- 
teiident of the Belfast schot>l, was 
the tirst to introduce a part of the 
American system then'. Mr. Ma- 
ginn may have introdHc«>d Ihe 
" signs " — if he did, he deserves a 
vote of thanks — but it is, indeed, 
news to us ;ill that Mr. Magiiin is 
an Irish-American, it being doubt- 
ful that ho can .show his " first 
papers "to bear out Mr. Atiraham's 
as.sertiou, desirable acquisition to 
our deaf world though he certainly 
would be. 

Mr. At>rahara must be growing 
rusty ill his knowledge of geogra- 
phy when he says Supt. Tilling- 
hast " comes fro n a Canaditiu 
school." Guess he must have got 
Manitoba mixed up with Montnna ; 
any how, Mr. Tillingha.st is a Yan- 
ko(\ clear-cut and to the backbone. 
He w popular, not onlyiii his new 
lield, but here in his <dd homo. 

Mr. liitchie has not lost sight of 
justice nor of common sense, he

His audience was comiioHcd of 
thirteen deaf-iniites from the fol- 
lowing pla<'cs: Five from Terre 
Haute, two live thirty-five miles 
north, two live twenty-five miles 
<>ast, two from Paris, one from 
Marshall, and one from Farmer- 
burg. This is, ptn-haps, a congrega- 
tion from a. larger rangeof territory 
than any other minister in this city 
has eviT had. 

The Rev. A. W. Mann, in liis 
sermon, took his text frim Acts 
11 : 1\ — " Ho was a good man." 
The servic(> was conducted entirely 
in the sign language, at the close 
of which Mr. Mann entered into a 
general convorsation with those 
present. 

The Rev. A. W. Mann is a very 
remarkable man. Besides being a 
deaf-mute, he is also a (!rij)ple, but 
with all this he is continually im 
the go, doing good iiinong thi.s class 
of people. He hits been traveli'ng 
through tilt! Middle Stales for near- 
ly a qunrter of a century. In the 
summer of 18(54 he visited Kurope 
tind preached to the ileaf-inutes 
over there. Mr. Mann has kept a 
complete diary of all his doings, 
aiiiong vvliitdi he. gives some very 
interesting experiemtes. While 
on his trij) to Kiirope on the 
Campania he tells of his signing 
" .Nearer, My God, to Thee, " in this 
sign language during a concert on 
on board th<! shiji, the elmplain of 
the ship reading the words to'llui 
assemblage. Among the interest- 
ing things which he does is to write 
the English laiifiuage iipsiile down 
with as great ease as an ordinary 
pcrfon would write. — Terre Haute 
Kx press, Feb. 2S.
